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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on 
6/18/2004. Claims 1-7 are pending in the Action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . The claimed invention is directed to a method and system for modeling, 
simulating, and implementing peripheral interfaces of an application specific 
processor (ASP). The interface modeling system requires means for converting 
the functional model in a high level programming language by generating the 
interface function file and test functions file in a set of data registers, including its 
state at the end of the predetermined simulation phase, into a simulation 
language for a second processor means to simulate the ASP at circuit level for a 
subsequent simulation phase as claimed. 

2. Because the prior art of record does not expressly disclose or suggest a 
method and system for modeling, simulating and implementing a specific 
processor for peripheral device interface by functional modeling the specific 
processor, compiling and simulating the functional model to generate interface 
function files and test function files for processor verification at the circuit level for 
subsequent circuit level simulation language as claimed, the claims are deemed 
allowable.
